This laft preferment was 
unfolicited and unexpeéted*: he had 
previoufly declined accepting the pri- 
macy of Ireland, and never extended 
his withes to the bithoprick of Dur- 
ham. Seated here, however, he turn- 
ed his atrention to the choice and pur- 
fait of thofe objets, which his judge- 
ment and moderation pointed out as 
moft likely to conduce to the peace and 
. profperity of the county over which he 
was to prefide, and to the honour-both 
of his temporal and*f{piritual govern- 
‘ment. ‘To accomplith this tafk requi- 
ved all the addrefs and talent for con- 
ciliation, of which he was fo com- 
pletely the mafter. On taking poffeffion 
ef the bifhoprick, he found the county 
divided by former contefted eleGions, 
which had deftroyed the general peace. 
No endeavours were wanting on his 
part to promote and fecure a thorough 
seconciliation of contending interefts 
on terms honourable and advantageous 
to all; and, when the «ffability, po- 
litenefs, and condefcenfion, for which 
he was diftingusthed, uniting in a per- 
fon of his high charaéer and ftation, 
had won the affceGion of all parties to 
himfelf, he found lefs difficulty in re- 
eonciling them to each other, and had 
foon the fatisfation to fee men of the 
fir diftin@ion in the county concilia- 
ted by his means, and meeting in good 
weighbourhood at his priacely table. 
The harmony he had fo happily re- 
ftored he was equally ftudious to pre- 
ferve; which he effeétually did, by 
treating the nobility and gentry of the 
county at all times with a proper re- 
gard, by paying an entire and impar- 
tial attention to their native interefts, 
by forbearing to improve any opportu- 


nities of ivfluencing their pa:liamens 
tary choice in favour of his own family, 
or particular friends, and by conf ie 


‘ing on all oceafions the honour of the 


palatinate, 
"The fame conciliating interpofition 
he had ufed in the county, he employed 
in the city of Durham with the fame 
foccefs. At the approach of the ge- 
neral eleétion, in 1780, he poftponed 
granting the new charter, which would 
confiderably enlarge the number of 
voters, till fome months after the elec. 
tion, that he’ might maintain the 
ftritefht neutrality between, the candis 
dates, and avoid even the imputation 
of partiality s and, when he confirmed 
it, and freely reftored to the city all its 
antient rights, privileges, and immue 
nities, in the mo ample and advane 
tageous form +, he feleGted the meme 
bers of the new corporation, with great 
care, out of the moft moderate and re« 
fpe&table of the citizens, regardle(s of 
every confideration but its peace and 
due regulation ; objeéts which he fteae 
dily held in view, and in the attain. 
ment of which he fucceeded to his ut. 
moft with, and far beyond his expec. 
tation.

e difplayed, if* poffible, fill more 
confpicvoufly in the fpiritual than in 
the temporal department of his double 
office. Towards the Chapter, and to- 
wards the body of the Clergy at large, 
he exercifed every good office, making 
them ell look up to bim as their coms 
mon friend and father ; and, to thole 
who had enjoyed the fpecial favour of 
his predeceffor, he was particulerl 
kind and attentive, both from a fenfe

Lord North was advifed to'make him at once Bifhop of Durham ; but, as it was unafual 
to raife any one in the firft inftance to that bifhoprick, he recommended his brother to 
the fee of Lichfield and Coventry, having previoufly procured the fee of Durham for 
the Bithop of Lichfield and Coventry, who, from his ill ftate of health, was fuppoled 
not to be likely to live long, and, from his high charaéter, was confidered 4s alfo likely 
to do credit to the appointment.

Bye ing reading the firft volume 

of the Afiatic Refearches, my at- 
tention was arrefted by a paper of Sir 
William, Jonés, kat. relating a con- 
verfation with Abram, an Abyfiinian, 
concerning the city of Gwender, and 
the fources of the Nile. On the per- 
ufal, I recclleled many paffages in 
the volumes of Mr. Bruce’s T. avels for 
the dilcovery of the fountains of this 
famous river, which have given a num- 
ber of his readers great doubts; in 
particular his defcription of the feaft 
en live collops of beef; the royal pri-

fon where the fons and daughters of 
the kings of Abvffinia were confined, 
And it has even been doubted by ma- 
ny that James Bruce, efq. ever did 
penetrate to the fountains of the Nile; 
and go fo far as to fay that his Travels 
are an impofition. The remarkable 
c \incidence of Sir William Jones’s let. 
ter muft, in the eyes of every reafon- 
ab'e thinking man, carry great weight 
in authenticating the’ Travels of Mr. 
Bruce, and in a degree clear them 
from the myftic doubt under which 
they lay. As many of your readers, 
Mr. Urban, have not probably had an 
opportunity of reading the Afiatic Re- 


“Yearches, and the letter of Sir William 


Jones therein, give me leave to lay a 
few extras from fome before them. 
Sir William having been informed 
that a native of “Abyfiinsa was in Cal. 
cutta who fpoke Arabick fluently, he 
fent for and examined him attentively 
on-feveral fubje&ls, His aniwers were 
fo fimple and precife, and his whole 
demeanour fo remote from any fufpi- 
cion of falfehood, that he made a mi- 
nute of his examination, and commu- 

nicated the fame to the Society. 
Among other things, Abratm fays, 
that the inhabitants are extremely fond 
of milk, cheefe, and whey ; but that 
the country people and foldiers make 
no fcruple of drinking the blood and 
eating the raw flefh of an ox, which 
ay J cut without minding whether he 
is dead or alive ; that this favage diet 
is by no means general. He fays he 
was once in the fervice of a Vazir, in 
whofé train he went to fee the foun- 
tains of the Nile, or Abey, ufually 
caled Alway, about eight days jour- 
ney from Gwender. e faw three 
fprings, one of which rifes from the 
ground with a great noife, that may 
be heard at the diftance of five or fix 
miles ; that, befides their facred books, 
as the prophecies of Enoch and others, 
they had biftories of Abyfiinia, &c. 
He faid, no Abyffinian ever doubted 
the exiftence of the royal prifon called 
Wahinin, firuated on a very lolty 
mountain, in which were confined the 
fons and daughters of their kings; but, 
from the nature of the thing, he could 
give no particular defcription. * All 
thefe matters,” faid he, * are explain- 
ed, I fuppofe, in the writings of Ya- 
kub, whom I faw 13 years ago m 
Gwender. He was a phyfician, and 
had attended the king’s brother, who 
was alfo a Vazir, in his laf 7 
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The prince died; yet the king loved 
Yakub, and indeed all the court and 
the people loved him. The king re- 
ceived bim in his palace as a guelt, 
fupplied him with every thing he could 
want; and, when he went to fee the 


| fources of the Nile, and other curiofi- 


ties (for he was extiemely curious), 
he received every poffible affiftance 
and accommodation from the royal 
favour. He underftood the languages, 
and wrote and colleéted manv books, 
which he carried with him.’? Sir 
William then fays, it was impoffible 
for me to doubr, efpecially on the de- 
feription of Yakub, bur thet J>mes 
B.uce, efq. was the perfon he meant 
who travelled in the drefs of a Syrian 
phyfician, and probably affumed a 
name well known in Abyflinia, He 
is fill revered on Mount Sinai for his 
fagacity in difcorerine a {pring there, 
in which the monaftery ftood in great 
need.

The unfeeling 
clowns generally hurry me to fome 
neighbouring thed' while my ridet 
dines, for fear I fhopid make theit 
fleeker cattle melancholy with my rue- 
ful looks, In the afternoon we jog 
flowly together to the other church, 
and then home; when bridle and fad- 
die are takén Off, and your humble 
fervant. paces back to—the Elyfian 
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fields—“¢ to mufe on death, and browfe 
amid the tombs.” : 
Now, if I was as large, and ponde- 
rous, and fpiay-footed, as Obadiah’s 
cart-horfe, only confider what havock 
E fhould unavoidably make among the 
proftrate grave-ftones, Not a namie 
would be legible at the year’s end. 
Whereas I tread fo lightly and pret- 
tily Over the remains of our ‘parithio- 
ners, that [ never met with the fma'l- 
eft accident but once, and that was 
when I walked carelefily into the 
churchwarden’s family-vault, which 
by accident was left open at the time 
the infide was laft painted, Then, to 
be fare, I did rub myfelf againft the 
> wall till I looked dike the ghofts of my 
anceflors. 
' Every day in the week I am kept.in 
motion upon a thoufand errands ; and 
will venture to affirm, that even’Major 
H*ng*r’s.galloway does not better de- 
ferve his keep.

“ Herbert married the fifter of William 
Earl of Hereford, and in her right was 
lord of Deane, from whom is defcended 
the noble family of the Herberts; hence 
alfo, if we fhall credit the’ heralds and 
efcoutchions of arms, Anthony Fitzherbert, 
that great lawyer, and lord chief juftice 
of England, took his original. But I 
think he rather defcended from the wore 
fhipful family of the Fitzherberts in Dere 
bythire.”

Brooke, 
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Brooke, in his malignant difeovery 
of Camden’s errors, is extremely angry 
atthis {neer at the authority of heralds, 
and adds, that “ whoever thall derive 
the faid Anthony, or any of that fami- 
ly of Fitzherberts, from any other ori- 
ginal than that of Herbert, who mar- - 
ried the fifter of William Ear! of Here- 
ford, have and fhall err from the 
truth.” 

In the courfe of the difpute Camden 
feemsto have underflood that, by this 
affertion, Brooke meant to deny that 
Sir Anthiny’s more immediate defcent 
was from the Fitzherberts of Norbury. 
This was a miflake; both agreed in 
that fa&t: but Brovke contended that 
the remote anceftor of the Fitzherberts 
of Nosbury, was Herbert Fitzherbert, 
lord chamberlain 5 Steph. who married 
Lucy, 34 daughter to Milo Earl of 


. Hereford, by whom he acquired the 


foreft of Dene, in Gloucefterthire. 
I think Camden’s arguments are de- 
cifive, that thi: Fitzherbert was not an- 
ceftorto the Fitzherberts of Norbury. 

But let mie take Brooke’s correéted 
account, worded after Camden’s reply, 
and fee if the faéts contained in that 
reply do not completely overturn it. 
Brooke afferts, that 

“ The firft Herbert, father to the fecond 
Herbert, lord of Deane, and William 
Fitzherbert, which had Norbury given 
him in Henry the Firft’s time, were both 
brothers ; and that Reginald Earl of Corn- 
wall, natural fon to Henry I. was begotten 
of theit mother.” 

And, with an unparalleled mixture of 
ignorance and impudence, he cites the 

ollowing words at Roger Hoveden 
asa clear affirmation of that author, 
that William Fiszherbert, of Norbury, 
was brother to the fecond Herbert, 
lord of Deane: 

“ Aono 1177. Herberto filio Herberti, 
et Willielmo fratri comits Reginaldi, et 
Jollano de la Pomerai nepoti corum, reg- 
num de Limeric, pro fervitio 60 mili- 
tum, tenendum de ipfo et Johanne filio 
fuo.” 

It will {carce be believed that he has 
the ftupid effiontery to give the fol- 
lowing tranflation of thefe words : 

“ Anno 1177, King Henry the Second 
gave to Herbert Fitzherbert, and William, 
the brethren of Reginald Earl of Cornwall, 
and — de la Pomerai, their nephew, 
the kingdom of Lymerick for the fervis 
of 60 knyghts fees, to hold of him and 
John his fonne, &c,”

Corbet, the concubine of Henry I. and 
mother of Reginald Earl of Cornwall, 
did not die till 19 Henry IIL, 1235, 
But this paflage trom Hoveden does 
not even prove that Herbert, the fon 
of Herbert, had a brother William, 
fill lets does it prove that shat William 
was William ‘of Norbury. All it 
proves is thet Reginald Earl of Corns 
wall had a brother William ¢, 


But Brooke continues the fame kind 
of proof in the following triumphant 
words ; 

** Thus hath Roger Hoveden (bis own 
author) proved for me, that Reginald Earl 
of Cornwall, Herbert Fitzherbert, and 
William Fitzherbert of Norbury, were 
three brothers. And yet, for’a farther 
proofe, 1 will ufe heere one more of this 
man’s own teftimonie:, avouched in his 
apologie ad /e&orcem, p. 8, which is, as he 
faith, an aunciente deed of the aforefaid 
Reginald Earle of Corawalls t, whereio 
he calleth the fecond Herbert, Lord of 
Deane, his nephew, and William Fitzher- 
bert of Norbury, his brother. And this, 
I hope, he will alowe of, becaule he hath 
avouched it himfetfe, but to a worfe pure 
pofe then 1 heere epplied 1 unio.” ; 

“ Reginaldus, Henrici regis filius, omnlr

liam ? That this William was not the 
fame who had a grant of Norbury in 
1125, appears to me demonftrable, 

Herbert, the chamberlain, was li- 

ving 8 Richard I. 1197*%. The Liber 
Niger Scaccarii, anno 1167, has “ Car- 
ta H. filti Herebert?”? in Wilthire, p. 
114.—'* Carta filii Hereberti” in 
Berkfhire, p. 182; and ‘‘ carta Ste- 
phani filii Hereberti Camerarii”’ in 
Yorkhhire, p. 311. This Stephen is 
not mentioned by Dugdale in his Ba- 
yonage. Peter, the fon and heir of 
Herbert the chamberlain, died 19 
Henry III. anno 1235 +- Matthew 
Paris mentions him in the reign of 
King John, aano 12,12, (p. 194 37) 
. “ Petrus de Maulei, et Robertus de 
Gangi, Gerardus de Atei, et Ingelarder, 
nepos ejus, Falcp et Willielmus Briveres, 
Petrus filius Hereberti, et Thomas Baffet, et 
alii multi, quos longum effet enumerare ; 
qui Regi in omnibus placere cupientes, confi- 
lium, non pro ratione, fed pro voluntate 
dederunt.’”*, 

Roger Wyndever, according to 
Camden, witneffes the fame of this 
Peer. Is it, therefore, poflib’e that 
Peter Fitzherbert, who died in 1235, 
could be elder brother of William, 
who had-a grant of Norbury io 4125, 
110 years before ? or that Herbert the 
chamberlain could be William’s fa- 
ther? a 

But Camden goes farther, and thews 
Hot only that he was not fon of the 
chamberlain, but that he was a feuda- 
tory of the great family of Ferrers. 

“ They never in any former age did bear 
the arms of that Fitzherbert of Deane, but 
thers which they took from the earls Fer- 

» of whom, in the time of Henry II. 

held their lands, and that, before and 
after, they flourifhed under the furname of 
Fitzherbert.” 


Thefe affertions of Camdeo, though 
ively and ignorantly denied by 
tooke, I fhall proceed to prove 


true. 
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In the charter of William Earl Fer- 
rers, in the Liber Niger Scaccarii, 
temp. Henry II. 1167, “* Willielmus 
Jilius Hereberti tenet feodum rt milie 
tis,” (vol. I. p.220). The next proof 
isa deed from the Topographer, II. 
p+ 229, copied from Harl. MSS 5809 ¢ 

* Omnibus, &c. Johannes, filius Will’i, 
filii Herberti. Noveritis, &c; quod ego in 
curia dotiini mei Will’i de Ferrariis, comitis 
Derb. demiffi, &c. Johanni filio meo et 
hezredi meo, totam terram meam, &c. In 
hujus autem. conceffionis mei teftimonium 
dominus comes huic carte figillum fuune 
appofuit.” ; 

In the fame page is alfo another 
deed of the faid John, fealed with his 
arms, Vairé (O4and Go.) fur touta 
bend (Sa.) with this infcription, s. 
JOHANNIS. FILI] HERBERTI. The 
arms of the Ferrars were, Vairé Or. 
and Gu.; whence, in confirmation of 
Camden’s affertions, the Fitzherberts 
undoubtedly ufed the fame on a chief, 
with the addition of the bend, the 
mark of fubinfeudation. This coat 
the family always continued to ufe, 
the judge uniformly ufed (fee his arms 
in the windows of Serjeants inn, Dugd. 
Orig. Jurid. 328*), and the Fitzhere 
berts @f Norbury ufe to this day; and 
not the arms of Fitznerbert of Deane, 
Gu, 3 lions rampant Or. I adinit, 
however, that the Fi:zherberts of T1/- 
Aegton (che nephew now a baronet, 
tne uncle a peer, of Ireland, by the 
title of St. Helen’s) do ufe the latter 
arms. But this family are, and ever 
have been, a feparate family from 
thofe of Norbury; and are ftated, in 
the old pedigrees, to have been feated 
at Somerfal- Herbert, co. Derby, two 
generations before Thomas, living 56 
Henry III. (See Topog, ILI. 57). 

All Brooke's argument is founded 
upon the trifling circumftance of Wil 
liam, the grantee ot Norbury, being 
the fon of a perfon whofe name was 
Herbert, as if there could be but one 
Herbert living at that time. I even 
fulpett that Herbert, the fon of Here 
bert, and S-ephen, the fon of Herbert 
the chamberlain, whoie charters are in 
the Liber Nger, were not fons of the 
fame Herber:. But, however this might 
be, Brooke might as well have faid, 
that ali of the name of Fitzwilliam 


- were derived from fons of the fame 


Wiliam, or of Johnfon from the 


fame John.

Mr. Blore, the Hiftorian of Derby-

I thall here etmbrace the opportunity 
of faying fomething rega:ding the de- 
feent of the Herberts, earls of Pem- 
broke, &c. from Herbert Fitzherbert 
the chamberlain. My doubts are very 
ftrong that this defcent is not true, 
fince it is founded on a very flight vre- 
fumption. Henry I. had a natural 
fon by Lady Nefta, daughter of Rhees 
ap Tudor, prince of S.uth Wales. 


TI have had a view of a pedigree,” 
fays Sandford (in his Genealog. Hift. p. 31), 
« which deriveth the defcendants of Henry 
Fitzherbert, chamberlain to K: HenryJ. 
and Sibil Corbet, his wife, concubine to 
the faid king, from this Henry, who in that 
genealogy is calied Henry Fitzroy, or the 
king’s fon, But, in a commiffion (of 
which I have feen a copy) fent into Wales 
to the dards there by King Edward IV. to 
enquire of the furname of William, by bir 
created Earl of Pembreke, the faid bards 
make return, that the faid Earl William 
‘was the fon of William, lord of Ragland, 
fon to Thomas, fon to Guillime, fon to 

enkine, the fon of Adam, the’ fon of 

eynold, the fon of Peter, the fon of Her- 
bert, bafe fon to Henry IL, king of England. 
Upon which King Edward LV. gave him 
the furname of Herbert ; with which a pe- 
digree in the office of arms agreeth in thos 
point, that Herbert was a natural fon of 
King Henry I. and had in marriage with 
Lucia, his wife, the foreft of Deane. Yet 
Vincent, in his corre&tion of Brooke’s 
errors, faith, that this Lucia, the third 
daughter of Milo Fitzwalter, Earl of Here- 
ford, was wife to Herbert, fon of Herbert, 
and grandchild to Henry Fitzherbert, 
chamberlain to King Henry I. by Sibil 
Corbet aforefaid.” 


So, forfooth, this noble family 
were given by Edward IV. the name 
of Herbert, merely from a blind and 
loofe pedigree of the Bards, who, af- 
eending through a firing of chriftened 
names, arrive at laft at one Herbert, a 
natural fon of Henry I.; a perfon whe 
does not appear ever to have exified 
but in their own fancies. The arms, 
per. pale, Az. and Gu. 3 lions ram- 
pant Arg, might not be of much higher 
Origin than the name.’ The defcent of 
the noble family of Finch from the 
male line of Herbert the chamberlain 
ftands upon better prefumprions, tho’ 
not fuch as are quite fatisfa€tory to my 
mind. Matthew Fiszherbert, a youn- 
ger fon of the chamberlain, had iffue 

eter, his fon and heir; who, dying 
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iffuelefs, was futceeded by his brother 
and heir Jchn, whofe fon and heir, ' 
Matthew Fitzjohn, died iffuelefs, 3 
Edward II. feifed of the manor of 
Warblington, &c. according to Dug- 
dale, and gave his eftates to the king. 
But, according to the Finch pedigrees, 
Matthew, the grandfather, had ano- 
ther fon Herbert, who had a grant of 
a market, fair, and free warren, in 
Warblington, 23 Henry HII. and was 
father of Herbert; who, marrying the 
heirefs of a family who poffeffed a ma- 
nor called Finch (faid to be at Lid, in 
Kent, but which place I cannot find), 
affumed that name. Jt feems clear 
that there was an “ Herbert, fon of an 
Herbert, called Finch,” 16 Edw, II. ; 
and that the family long continued to 
write themfelves' ‘4 Herbert, alias 
Finch.” See Weever’s Fun. Mon, 
270. I find in Matthew Paris that, 
anno 1245, 29 Henry IIL. one of the 
nobles, ** Herbert, ‘fon of Matthew,” 
was killed in a fkirmifh with the 
Welth (M. P. 575). ‘* Hubertus, 
filius Matthai,” diftingaifhed himfelf 
at the battle of Mantonge, anno 1242, 
(Matth. Par. p. 523). On the whole, 
therefore, it does feem as if Matthew 
Fitzherbert had a fon Herbert; and it 
appears very likely that the Finches are. 
his true male defcendants. F, $.

Mr. URBAN, Lincoln, April 19, 
TT E inclofed (fig. 5) is the repre- 
{entation of a fione found in-Fe- 
biuary, 1796, in taking dowo  houfe 
ia the South-eaft corner of the Caftle- 
hill, in Lincoln. Its fituation wher 
difcovered was, I underftood, fome- 
where in the interior part. of the chimes 
ney. By the kindnefs and interceffion 
of avery worthy friend of mine, who 
has a ftrdng partiality for Antiquariaa 
refearches, and happenéd to be paffing 
by at the time, it was immediarely con- 
veyed to me. Nay, left there thould be 
any accident or miftake, ‘he himfelf did 
me the favour to head the efcort, which 
conhiied of /ix lufty mea. Ih ——— 
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fix feet in length, and above a foot and 
a half in‘breadth. Its furface was fo 
filled up with ftucco and plafler, that, 
though you might perceive there were 
figures upon it, it was impoffibie to de- 
cipher the defign of the whole, Ail 
this I*took off very carefully, and 
found the fculpture had been executed 
with fpirit, and ornamented wish paint- 
jog and gilding. A great part of the 
drapery of the Sgures, and the hair and 


' fwords of the angels, have been gilt. 


The ground-work of the middle com- 
partment was green, and of the two 
others, red. I fuppofe it may have 
been the ornamental part of a chimpey- 
piece at firft; but, from having recei- 
ved a long feries of new coats of white- 
wath at the hands of fome kind beauti- 
fiers, {6 as to |.fe all its original ele- 
gance, it was placed in the degraded 
fituation where it was found, on re- 


pairing or re-building the houfe in for- 


mer times, This will account for the 
little mutilation the figures have fuf- 
fered, which, if you except the lofs of 
Abraham’s leg, are tolerably perfe@ ; 
the firft compartment in particular, 
Which reprefents the intended martyr- 
dom of St..Catharine. I fay, intended, 
becaufe it appears the did not fuffer 
death by the engine here delineated, 
Por thofe who are unacquainted with 
the legend of this famcus Saint I have 
tranfcribed that part of her hiflory to 
which this compartment alludes, which, 
though it may. not exaétly correfpond 
with the reprefentation, will, however, 
fufficiently explain it.

turne it about, It fel out farre otherwife 
then was expééted by the curfed wretches; 
for, an angel of-God defcended from Hea- 
ven, who brake the bands wherewith the 
virgin was tyed, and the fel to the ground 
without any hurt. Then the fame angel 
ftrook the wheels, which fel among the 
Pagans, and killed many of them, ‘thofe 
which efcaped the danger, by ruining 
awaye, cryed out with aloud voice, Great 
is the God of the Chriftians.” Villegas, p-835. 
In digging the cellars of the fame 
houfe, fome Roman coins were found; 
among which were a Conflantine. and 
Vefpafian, of middle brafs, in good

Mr. URBAN, Oxford, March 27. 
eB following brief notes of a 
decayed village in Berkthire are 
much at the fervice of your readers, 
Yours, &c. » dhe 

WITHAM, about three nfiles and a 
half from Oxford, had formerly a 
nunnery, which was removed from 
Abingdon foon after 690, It conti- 
nued till 780, wheo it was ruined in 
the wars between Offs, king of the 
Mercians, and Kinewulf, king of the 
Weft Saxons.. - ‘ 

“ Oxfordthire (faith Mr. Warton*), 
with fome of the adjacent counties, was in- 
cluded in Offa’s kingdom; and he is fape 
pofed to have kept his court at the fortrefs 
or caftie of ‘Vithana, near Oxford, which 
he had won from Kinewulf, king of the 
Weft Saxons.” The fortrefs (continues 
Mr. Warton) probably ftood on the fite 
of the prefent antient manfion-boufe of the 
Earl of Abingdon, built about the reign of 
Henry the Sixth.” 

Here, however, I cannot but differ 
from him; Witham is firuated at the 
foot of the hill which retains its names 
and, though Mr. Warton was unable 
to difcover any mounds or trenches on 
the dummit of Witham hill, yet it was 
in every refpeét commodious for a Ro 
man Specula, the fite of which might 
afterwards have been occupied by the 
Saxons. “

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The fortrefs, or caftle, feems to have 
been ere&ted by Kinewulph, - /uper 
montem de Witham, merely forthe fake 
©f oppofing the incurfions of Offa, in 
whofe hands it appears fhortly after- 
wards to have fallen by the chance of 
wart,” The words fuper montem de 
Witham clearly indicate the fite of the 
fortress to have been, wot the fpot 
wheseon the Earl of Abingdon’s man- 
fion now ftands, but near the fummit 
of Witham hill, 1 have carefully 
examined the hill. On the fyummit, 
near its Esftern declivity, I found ma- 


‘py large ftones, in fomeparts regularly | 


difpofed ; the maflive fragments of a 
defolated fortrefs. 

The prefent venerable manfion of 
the Exrl of Abingdon was (as was 
before obferved) ereéted about the 
reign of Heary the Sixth, prior to the 
relaxation of feudalteoure. Upon the 
aravelle:’s firft approach, he canoot but 
réca\i to his memory the fortified dun- 
geons of our anceftors, whofe martial 
aempers, whilft they confulted the 
magnificence of petty tyranny, feem to 
Wave forgot consenience. The em- 
baitléd tower’ in the center 1s fur- 
mounted by two oftangular turrets, 
and the edifice itfelf furrounded by a 
moat. The old hall remains in its an- 
tient ftatce?; and I muft own thet, upon 
my firft entrance, 1 beheld with ro- 
mantic pleafure the veftiges of former 
hofpita'ity and munificeace. Tue 
prowefs gf- our martial ancefiors che 
ce-ebrated feats, the penius of chivalry, 
ruthed on my imagination. 

The church 3, in the diocefe of Sa- 
rum, ‘and archdeaconsy of Berks, is 
fmali. The boarded roof is luppored 
by three arches of wood. Ag icft she 
wall, on either fide of the nave, isa 
feries of rude grote{que oroaments in 
fone, refembling beads with caps fi- 
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milar to thofe worn by canons regular 
of the order of St. Auftin; which at, 
firft led me to conjefture that the 
church might have been originally 
built, or. perhaps re-built, by the'prior 
and convert of Abingdon4, to whom

KNOW thar there is avery laudab'e 

profeffional delicacy, which the Gene 
tleman’s Magazine firiétly obferves, in 
forbearing to comment on the lucu- 
brations of other monthly criticks up- 
on the various’ works which fall under 
their notice.

y requefting you to infert a few re- 
marks on a paflage in the Critical Re- 
view for July, p. 349, as they are ngt 
of a literary, but of a perfonal’nature, 
and as they concern a fubjc& of no 
common importance, and a character 
of no common worth. 

A very celebrated Divine* having 
lately publithed a Sermon on the ufe 
and abufe of the world, prefixed to it 
a fhort but elegant dedication to the 
Rev. George Gafkin, D.D.; in the 
courfe of which he expreffed his fatis- 
faétion at the opportunity thus afforded 
him of declaring his regard and affec- 
tion for one who ferved the Church at 
Jarge, by dedicating hts life (as Mr.

Ix he 
really a ftranger to the nature of that 
admirable Society, and to the exem- 
plary manner in which the bufime/s of 
it is conduéted by the able and pious 
fucceflor of Mr. Broughion? If this 
ignorance 18 real, it is pitiable, confi- 
dering the official fituation of the Re- 
viewer, and his piace of refidence; if 
it is affumed, for the purpofe of con- 
veying a malgnant fneer againft an 
eminent charaéter, it indicates foine- 
what which calls for other feelings 
than pity. 

Does not the Reviewer know, Mr, 
Urban, in what a fignal manner it has 
pleafed God to give his bleffing and fa- 
vour to the labours of the Society in 
queftion? Does he not know that, 
through the munificence of its bene- 
fa&tors, the public conviAion of its 
utility, and the zeal and charity which 
(thank Heaven!) is not extinguithed 
among mankind, its progreffive fuc- 
cefs has been fuch as in no other in- 
ftance whatever has met with a paral- 
lel? is beginning was {mali; but, in 
its advancement, it has greatly increa- 
fed.

and teach the rude inhabitants of bar- 
barous climates to call on that facred 
name, whereby we can alone be faved., 
At home, they are the patrons and 
guardians of the truth. Armed with a 
vigilance, worthy of the beft ages of 
our religion, they defend the Coriftian 
church againft the hoftile attacks, or 
the fubtle treachery, of fchifmaticks 
aed infidels, On a fignal occafion,

I would beg leave to obferve, 
that the very foundation of this enquiry is 
affumed without any proof; for, that it 
does not appear from Sacred Scripture that 
there was axy confusion of tongues at all at 
| aed Nor is this any novel opinion, firft 
rted by H——n, and then defended by 
me of ‘his readers. The very Jearned 
Vitringa largely ftated and defended {t abopt 
_ 300 yeare’ ago, in the firft volume of his 
Obfervationes Sacra, cap. 3, &c.3 and, in 
the ‘courfe of his difquifitions (to which 
mit me to refer you), he has fhewn, if 
[ remember right (for I have not his work 
at hand), that Hebrew continued to be the 
yniverfal language Jong after the affair at 
Babel, as it had been before.*The univerfal 
language, therefore, ufed before that event 
does not appear to have been afterwards 
confined to any particular family or families. 
“Jt is fufficient jut to hint to you the /on- 
evity Of ‘the pof-difuvian patriarchs, A- 
Braham,” for inftance, was 150 years old 
when Shem died, Abraham then muft be 
fuppofed to ave fpoken the language of 
Shem (as Shem did that of his father Noah, 
and fo back to Adam); and yet Abraham 
does'not feem to have had the leaft diffi- 
euilty in underftanding the language of Pha- 
raoh, king ‘of Egypt, Gen. xii, 18, &c.; 
nor,of the king of Sodom, Gen, xiii, 21, &c.; 
nor of Ahimelech, king of Gerar, the Ca- 
aaanite, Gen. xx. 95 nor of the Hittites, 
Gen. xxiii. 3, &c, &c. &c. And if neither 
the forefeen and foretold perfecutors of God’s 
church and people (fee Gen, xy. 13, &c.), 
nor the curfed race of Canaan, were excluded 
from the privilege of retaining (1 mean as 
to the main fubftance of it) the aatient uni- 
werfal Hebrew language, firong evidence may 
be -juftly required that any other family or 
people were thusexcluded, But tliere is fo 
far from being any fuch evidence, that the 
* fayther back we go in tracing the origin of 
guages in general, the flronger jootfteps 
we fiill find. of the Hebrew, as, I believe, 
you are very fenfibls. Norare the traces 


of that original language by any means loft 
in the more modern Greek and Latin, nor 
in the languages which are ftifl {poken in 
the world, particularly our own. Conf.

OUR correfpondent Philobiblos, 

p- 564, feems to think, that the 
common Calviniftic notion of predetti- 
nation is ‘‘effential to Chriftianicy.” 
It is, fays he, ‘openly profeffed by 
many thoufands in this metropolis.” 
This, I am perfuaded, is very true. 
There is, perhaps, no theological ab- 
furdity which is not maintaimed by 
fome of thofe fagacious expofitors, who 
imagine, when they opén their Bible, 
they are to renounce the diftates of 
common fenfe. In vain you argue 
with a predeftinarian : he wi!l tell you 
predeftination is a Scripture doftrine, 
and he does not pretend to be wife 
above what is written, That is, he 
adopts a vulgar notion, which has no 
foundation 1m reafon or revelation, and 
then tells us that it is a myflery, and 
eflential to real Chriftianity. If this 
js not an impious prefemption, or ra- 
ther blafphemy, there is no fuch thing 
jp nature. 

If the doftrine of predeftination is 
true, the reprobate ‘‘muft needs go 
where the devil drives :”? neceffity has 
no law. If he offends, it is the fault 
of the firft mover, whofe machine he 
iss If he is guilty of theft, perjury, 
adultery, or mu der, it is not his 
fault; he isa mere paffive inftrument, a 
veflel of wrath filled for deftruétion ; 
and God, he tells you, will be glori- 
fied in his damnation. If, on the 
other hand, he is one of the eleét, he 
is fore of his falvation; he cannot fin, 
he cannot fall from grace, he is in the 
hands. of God, and the wicked one 
toucheth him not. 

Hold! fays the predeftinarian, does 
not the Church of Enyland maintain 
this doftrine in her XX XIX Artic es? 
Allowing this to be true, it mui be ob- 
ferved, that the compilers of our Ar- 
ticles were juft emerging out of Popery, 
were harraffled by men of d)fferent 

{uafions, and but moderately verfed 
Ia theological learning. To thofe who 
enquired what tenets they maintained, 
iM oppofition to the Church of Rome 
and fome wifd and irregular fe&tarics, 
they gave an anfwer as fatisfaftory as 
the times would permit. But’ they 
pretended’ to no infaliibility; they did 
hot atrempt to fuperfede all farther in- 
Yefligation in matters of faith; they 
did not bind their own opinions upon 
the confeiences of men; or infift, that 
Protettants in all future ages fhould 
scommodate their faith to thofe parti 
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cular tenets which at that crifis they 
thought it expedient to propofe. No; 
this would have been a condu& no 
more juftifiable than that of the Church 
of Rome. It would have been an ab- 
folute prohibition of all private judge- 
ment, of that noble principle upom 
which the Reformation was founded. 

In the Articles themfelves we are 
told, that *‘ Holy Scripture containett 
all things neceflary to‘ falvation; fo 
that whatfoever is not read therein, 
nor may be proved thereby, is not to 
be required of eny man that it fhould 
be believed as an article of the faith, 
or be thought requifite ot neceffary to 
fal vation.” 

This liberal declaration, highly be- 
coming our Reformers, is undoubtedly 
fufficient to vindicate thofe clergymen 
of the Courch of England.who cannot 
adopt ‘the rigid fentiments of Calvin, 
but endeavour to difcover the genuine 
doftrines of Chriftianity by a tempe- 
rate and impartial fludy of the Sacred 
Writings. x" 

As I am a ftranger to the author 
who is opp-fed by Philobiblos, 1 thal 
not interfere in the controverfy; bur 
only obfé:ve, that thé predefiination, 
mentioned in Scripture, conftantly 
means God's pre-determination to cald 
the Gentiies tothe knowledge of his 
will, and tro make them “ fellow-heirs 
and partakers of his promife in Chrift 
by the Gofpel,” Eph. iil. 6, &c. This 
is the meaning of the word @eooe.licg 
whenever ic occurs in the New Teltae 
ment, fee Eph. i, dc. It is, therefore, 
a grofs railinterpretation of the word 
to apply it toa perfonal eleétion and 
reprobation in the common acceptation 
of Calviniftic writers.

JHE misfortunes of the iiluftrious . 
houfe of Stafford, formerly dukes 


‘of Buckingham and earls of’ Stafford, 


mutt fill every mind of fenfibility with 
a mixture of pity and indignation: 
Edmund Earl of Stafford, fluin in the 
battle of Shrewfbury 4 Henry 1V.; 
his fon Humfry Duke ot Buckingham, 
flain in the battle‘of Northampton 3% 
Henry VI.; whofe fon Humfry was 
flain in his life-time at the battle of 
St. Albans 33 Henry VI.; Henry, his 
fon, great grendfon of Earl. Edmynd, 
and fecond duke of Buckingham, be-~ 
beaded x Richard U1. ; and Edward, 
the laft duke, fob of Duke Henry, bee .

Roger Stafford therefore, in 1637, 
became beyond ial! doubt Lord Sraf. 
ford. He accordingly» petitioned’ the 
King and the Lords. fo the difeulfioa 
of this cafe it appeared, that Henry 
Lord Stafford fat in parliament the 
wholeof Edward the Sixth’s. reign as 
the youngeft baron. It is ftated by 
Dugdale that, in the reign of Queen 
Mary, he and Lord C inton hada dif. 
pute about precedence; and, for his 
meannefs in defcending to this difpute, 
after: having loft the dukedam of 
Buckingham,’ is built Lord Orford’s 
cenfure of him. But Dogdale has 
miftaken the fa&. Inthe par iament, 
-4a0d 5 Philip and Mary, he and Lord 
Clinton joined in peritioning “to be re- 
ftored' sto the rooms, pre-eminences, 
and places, of their anceftors*.” The 
mater was referred to’ the Lords A- 
tundel, Shrewfbury, and Darcy of 
Chiche; who found * that the barons 
of Stafford were placed next under the 
lords: Talbot, and the lords ‘Clinton 
next above the lords Awdley : where- 
upon the faid lords Clinton and Staf- 
ford were, by all the lords chen fitting 
in parliament, reftored and admitted 
to the places of their auncettors.”

In obedience and 
performance of which faid order, ‘the 
faid Roger Stsflord, who was never 
earried, did, by his deedsenrolied, da- 
ted 7 Dec. 1639, grant and forrender 
woto his majefty the faid barony .of 
Stafford, and the honour, ‘name, and 
dignity, of Lord St«fford, in and by 
shat ad granted, and all his right,” 
So’; and covenanted, before the end 
of Hilary term mext, to levy a fine of 
the barony ; which fine was Jevied ac. 
cordingly, After which furrender 
made,-and fine Jevied, the king, by 
atent, 12 Sept, 16 Car L. created S.r 
jiliam Howard, and Mary, his wife, 
Baron and Baronefs Stafford, with re- 
mainder to the beirs-aale of their bo- 
dics, remainder to the beirs of their 
bodies, with (uch place and precedence 
as Henry, late dioid Stafford, brother 
of the hid Mary, bad, or ought to 
bave, as Baton of Stafford. Which 
Jatter c aufe was certainly illegal, for, 
this would be nothing but a new crea- 
tion; the limitations being totally dif- 
ferent From thofe of the old honour 
and no new creation can, without an 
adt of parliament, ‘take precedence of 
any older creation of the fame degree. 
'.Thus was this poor o'd man over- 
powered for ever! By what intimida- 
tion he was induced to furrender his 
rights cansof now be known 5” but the 
validity of a fine has fince been quef- 
tioned and overturned. And, to thew 
how tar fuch oppreflions may extend 
beyond the prefeat fuffere:, this cafe 
of Roger Stafférd was very firongly 
urged as a precedent, in the Vifcount 
Purbeck’s eafe, by Sir William Jones, 
the attorney-general *; who was, how~

the Lords, who luckily felt for their

aby title of honour, or the right of any 
perfon claiming fuch title under him 
thar levied, or fhall levy, fuch fines?

The rich -fruits of 
many yesrs fine harvefts were in a mo- 
ment deftroyeds; and nothing but peor 
gleanings, in private, ftudies, are left. for 
the dabourer of the prefent day. 

“ This annus mirabilis, 1730, cannot fail 
to excite curiofity.in readers of every de- 
nomination, A faithful detail of the 
ruinous ¢ ‘nfufion, which was happily put 
an end to ina few days, may, when con- 
frafted with. the complete anarehy of lute 
years, pyegnant with the moft dreddiul 
outrages, murders, and aflafiinations,- in

. * ¢Fortunately for the " public-weal, 
Lome time was taken in t rele irregular 
attagks; fo that there was Hoots for ‘ve- 
collegtion ‘and_ preparation againft their 
attempt on the great repofitory of national 
wealth, che Bank of ae Pon 
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and feemingly incredible, events of the 
riots\in London in 1780, but alfo fully 
evince this great truth——th«t, from what- 
ever caufes riot and anarchy fpring, the 
etfefts will (if they are not feriouly and 
timely prevented) be invariably the fame— 
will, like. Pandora’s box, diffufe far and 


wide the evils of defolation, mifery, and~ 


ruin! But, as it is foreign to the. purpofe 
of this publication to write, or even at- 
tempt to portray, a faint fketch of biftorical 
evenits, the author muft beg permiffion to 
confine his obfervations on this memorable 
period to fach a plain detail of faéts as fell 
within his own knowledge on the one 
hand,.and as will throw light on fuch 
tranfaétions wherein the Earl of Mansfield 
‘was, either in his private or judicial capa- 
city, principally and perfonally interefted, 
“On the evening of the fecond day’s 
riot, Sir John Hawkins; Mr. Brook foank, 
and another magiftrate for the county of 
Middlefex, difcharged their duty as vigi- 
lant magittrates, by waiting on the Lord 
Chief Juftice of England at his houfe in 
Bloomfbury-fquare. They found his Lord- 
‘fhip in conference with his very refpecta- 
ble and near neighbour the Archbifhop of 
York. Their painful embafly was, to an- 
nounce that the avowed defign of the 
rioters that evening was to deftroy by fire 
the houfes of the Lord Chancellor, and 
Lord Chief fuftice, and one or two more, 
which were marked, and then well 
known, The Magiftrates having made an 
humble tender of their affiftance and ad- 
vice, the Lord Chief Juftice afked (as the 
author was credibly informed), what his 


Grace the Archbifhop. propefed to da,. 


The anfwer was worthy of a Briton: “To 
defend myfelf and my family in my own 
manfion while Itiave an arm to be raifed 
in their defence.’’ The reply was, ‘’Tis 
nobly faid; but, while an archbifhop, like 
a true chureh-militant, is trong enough to 
prote@ himfelf—a feebler man, and an 
old man, muit look up to the civil power 
for protection.’ This conceffion having 
been made, the Magiftrates-took a fair oc- 
cafion to recommend the admiffion of a 
detachment.of the guards-into the houfe ; 
but, whether. the noble owner thought 
their admiffion might make the enraged 
mob more ¢efperate, or that it would! be 
- more efficient to keep the guards ata fmall 
diftance, in the veftry-room of Bloom{- 
boty church, wntil they were really want~ 
ed, is not in the power of the author to 
determine, The Lord High Chancellor 
preferred the admiffion of a ferjeant’s 
guard into ‘his houfe in Great Ormond- 
fret; and, by the circuitous marches of 
this fmall body of men from Ormond- 
ftreet to the Duke of Bolton's, and coun- 
ter-marches from Bolton-houfe to Or- 
mond-ftreet, in a very fhort {pace of time, 
Saeees every reafon to belicve, and 
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one of them. was heard.to proclaim to his 
brethren, * The Chancellor's honfe is brim 
full of guards ;”” and emphatically to ex. 
claim, * ’Tis. foolith to run qur_ breafts 
againtt bayonets -~d'ye fee how they are 
ready to pink us at the parlour-windows?” 


Thefe pithy exclamations, and the fight ' 


of a few pointed bayonets, had.a wonder. 
ful effect; and the captain of the company 
of guards (who was my author) told me, 
with forme humour, that, as detachments 
of the guards were wanted in almoft every 
part of the metropolis, he thought it fair 
to play the old foldier, and to multiply his 
handfyl of men in the beft manner he was 
able.. A garden-door in the Lord Chan« 
cellor’s houfe, which communicated with 
the fields, was very convenient for this 
purpofe, He placed three or four centinelg 
at the parlour-windows, as has heen no« 


ticed; and all the reft, being ufhered : 


through the garden into the fields, wheel’d 
round, by the Duke of Bolton’s houfe and 
Queen’s fquare, to Ormond-ftreet again, 
But, ere they re-entered, the few rioters 
then affembled heard the captain of the 
guard afk the corporal, * When will the 
next detachment arrive?” The anfwer 
was, §Pleafe your honour, in a tricemy 
they are almoft in fight.’ The corporal 
ound rant with greater precifion, fince, 
in faét, the men had hardly been ever ovt 
of his fight—though perfectly concealed 
by art, as if urder the fable cloud of night, 
from the rioters; by one of whom, proba- 
bly theircaptain, the watch-word was gie 
ven, “ Let us decamp to the corner of 
Bloomfbury,” The fatal confeqnence’ is 
too well known; and the irreparable lofs 
of all Lord Mansfield’s books and manu- 
{cripts, we repeat with forrow, is ever to 
be deplored, In this inftance we can only 
lament, that fo great.a lawyer and ftatef- 
man was not, in this hour of imminent 
danger, fo great a general as the then Lord 
Chancellor. ' 


“So unexpected was this daring outrage 


on order and government, that it burft ao 
Lord Mansfield without his being prepa- 
red, in the flighteft manner, to refift it. 
He efcaped with his life only, and retired 
to a place-of fafety; where he’ remained 
fome tme. On the rgth day bf Jane, thé 
laft day of term, he again took his feat in 
the Court of King’s Bench. -“ The reves 
rential filence,’’ fays Mr. Douglas, * which 
was obfervd when hig: Lordthip refumed 
his place on the bench, .was expreflive of 
fentiments of coudolence and refpe, more 
affedting than the moft eloquent addref 
the occafion could have fuggetted.” 


The amount of. Lord Mansfield’s lofs 
which might have been eftimated, and was. 


capable of a compenfatién in money, is 


known to have been very great. This he. 


had a right to recover againft the Hundred, 
Many others had taken that ‘courfe; ne 
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his Lordthip thought it more confiftent 


with ‘the dignity of his charaéter, not to 
refort to the ‘indemnification provided by

&e. MANSFIELD.”

169, Thoughts on the late Negotiation at 
Paris; the Caufes of its Failures the Prin« 
* eiples;on-avbich it ought to have been con- 
tuéled,) and the:‘Means of its -Renewal. 
THIS writer afcribes the beginning 
tontinwance of the prefent’ war, 
Rot to the two nations, but to the re- 
fpeBive miniftries, qwhe, he fays, only 
arf at war. “The war was that of 
thé rulers of the French goverament 
when their tone was infolent. ‘Theit 
Manner of condydting it was new. The 
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principle of negotiation with them was, 
not to confent.to any alienation of. the: 
exifling territory of the: Republick, 
meaning Belgium, The only teft of: 
the, conduét .of the Britith negotiator 
was the /pirit of his Majefty’s moft be~ 
nign and gracious fpeech when he ane 
nounced the miffion, and the principle 
on which Parliament was unanimous in 
its approbation. Yet not one of the 
perfons who rofe to fpeak their fenti- 
ments rcfpecting it examined the nego 
tiator’s conduct by thefe tefls. Peace, 
meantime, is the ardent and general de» 
fire of the great majority of the people 
on both fides of the Channel, whofe 
views embrace ideas of national great- 
nefs and felicity very different from 
fuch as are required or fecured by con 
queft. Befides the obvious “impedi- 
ments to pacification on the par: of a 
powerful and victorious. enemy, there 
are, unfortunately, many domeftic con- 
fiderations, which weigh with men of 
reflection againft a precipitate peace, 
Anarchy is to be guarded againft, both 
in France and England. The govern- 
ing power of both counties, the ade . 
miniftration of England, truft to the 
failure of the enemy’s refources, not 
confidering that a defperate people, 
impelled by hunger, deftitute of bread, 
and familiar wich war, are a dangerous 
neighbour. While the French forget 
that, from the nature of things, and 
the perpetual re-aétion, as well in po- 
liticks as in phyficks, their invafions 
of England, could they be viétorious, 
would inevitably reftore royalty, and 
re-eftablith monarchical def{potifm, in 
France.” 

The writer proceeds to Jay-before the 
publick the heads of a memorial drawn 
up by a private fociety of gentlemen 
before Lord Malmefbury’s miffion, and 
not communicated to him, calculated 
to reftore, by peace, the amelioration 


,of the order of the political fyftem of 


Europe, by the- mutual agreement of 
England and France; whereby a parti- 
tion in the glory of reftoring peace to 
Europe would have been he!d out to 
the French adminiftration ; a partition 
as flattesigg to their ambition as it mult 
have beep favourable to their. future 
perfonal and: political fecurity. The 
realization of peace. was demonftrated 
to involve in. it the confolidation of the 
prefent conflitution of France,. and the 
fafety of thofe in charge of all its gra- 
dations of office. Real indemnification 
and fod. tranquilliy, founded on the 

reciprocal 
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recipréea! avowal, of on the oblivion, 
OF mutual értors, were tendered to the 
various parties enpvecd in the conteft. 
* But 2 pole of fill more material im- 
porarice, becaufe it has hitherto form- 
ed the on obftacle to patifitation, 
would have beet obviated’; I mean, the 
differences attending tétritorial ceffions 
ahd reffitutione cn both fides, If the 
DireAory 
difmiftion of a treaty foundéd on fuch 
a Bais, they would have infii@ted a fe- 
vere} if not 4 nidrtal, wound on their 
own atthority. They would not have 
dared to appéal, as they have done, to 
the French people. At all events, our 
emibaifador coa'd not have been dilmif- 
fed without iffult to the crown and 
nation; nor thou'd we have kcft in the 
hands of the enemy m official demand 
of conditions, which is at prefent a 
powerful political inftYument in their 
hands, and which they will hereafer 
ufe, i more ways than one, to our de- 
rriment or injury.” All thefe good de- 
figes and ardent wifhts, tHe author 
fears, will prove unfiiccefsfal ; and the 
potilic mind is equally indifferetit to 
exliortarioh and exemple.

By the Rev, 
ohn Lyon, Minifisr of St. Mary’s,Dover, 
R..L, whom we have oceafivnally 
reviewed asan Antiquary®, has.advanced 
a fyftem of his own, re{pedting electri. 
city, which he endeavours to fupport 
by the fa&s here Maced ; but it may: be 
doubted whether he has fucceeded.—A 
fevere thunder-florm happened on the 
14th of Auguft, 1795, whith occafion. 
ed the death «f a man and four hoifes, 
on the hill called The Heights, on the 
South-wefi fide of Dover Down. ‘The 


unfortunate man, with an empty cart | 


and four horfes, had taken fhelter un- 
der a folitary hawthorn-bith, where 
they were found dead about two hours 
after the form had paffed over. “ The 
man was ficting under the buth ; the 
three trace-horfes were fallen on their 


near fides, with the neck of the fore. | 


horfe lying acrois the man’s thighs; 
the third horfe with his head doubled 
under his neck ; and the thaft-horfe on 
his belly, with his Jegs under him. On 
the moft minute examination of the 
horfes as they lay, there was no ex- 
ternal appearance denoting a mortal 
wound, A few long hairs on the breatt 
of one of them -were flightly finged; 
the eyes of all of them were opaque; 
the penis of cach gelding was extended; 
the female; had emitted a confiderable 
fecretion, and the bodies of all of chem 
were very hard, being diflended with 
air in the imteftines,” 

The buth was unhurt, The firf ime 
preflion of the lightning -appears to 
have been made on the head of the 
fore-horfs. The lightning feems 
have penetrated into she ground, clofe 
by the off fore-leg of the fhaft-horfe, 
where a hole was found of about one 
inch in diameter at the fustace, anf 
more than three feet deep, in a, perpen: 
dicular direAion,  “ Though there hed 
been, for fome time, a very heavy rai) 
the earth was fo, hot round the hole 
which had been formed by the light 
ning, that it took off the varnith from 
a tupplejack put into it cwo hours after 
the florm had fubfided.”

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The features of the man’s face were 
neither difcompofed nor difcoloured ; 
his abdomen wes much diftendéd ; his 
watch, watch-chain, and infide of the 
woollen waiftcoat, were difcoloured. 
On opening the horfes, the principal 
phanomenon was found to be a rup- 
(ture of the heart. “In three out of rhe 
four horfes, the heart was found rup- 
fured quite acrofs the right ventricle, 
ip an oblique diieion ; and the upper 
part of the wound was’ about as far 
from the right auricle as the lower 
ot of it was from the point of the 
heatt. The carotid artery, in the right 
fide of the neck of the fecond horfe, 
was alfo ruptured ; he bled a litt'e oue 
of his mouth, and there was extrava- 
fated blood in the thorax; but the 
fieart was not apparently injured.”

THE obje& of this feafonable publi- 

cation is, to provide for the labouring 

poor fome ‘greater relief than. eithee 
the exifting ftatutcs, or the bill lately 
brought into parliament, py to be- 
flow. The real caufe of the diftrefs, 
depravity, and diforderly ftate, admitted 
in the preamble of that bill, this write 
afferts to be, that their daily labour, 
throughout the year, has been, for 
fome time pat, Inadequate to produce 
daily bread for a man with a moderate 
family ; an effeét owing chiefly to the 
continued depreciation in the value of 
money. As a remedy for this evil, he 
would give the labourer an option of 
renewing his wages in.as many buthels 
of wheat, or other grain, as might fuf- 
fice for the maintenance of a moderace 
family ; but any excels, in numbers, 
above the average of families, to be 
provided for by the pafihh, He pro- 
pofes, for the farther and more ettec~ 
sual xelicf of ‘the poor, 40 Mopereis

"Theft projé™s appear to us to be fo 
pratticable, and fo wéll adapted to the 
benevolent defign of our author. that 
we have taken an early opporiunity of 
bringing this pamphlet, in which they 
are explained and recommended, under 
the eye of the publick. 


274. Gray's Bampton Ledures. 
(Conclided from p. 48). , 

THE Id Sermon (as we have ob- 
ferved) is on the fpirtual nature of 
Chrift’s kingdom. Afier the deferipe 
tion of which, the author takes occafion 
to point out, the fucceflive eps of, de» 
parture which terminated in the total 
al enation from its principles. He ex- 
hibits an impreffive picture of the Pa- 
pa! ufurpation, and a detail of the firft 
measures by which it was fubverted; 
the advantages of which are illufirated 
under three great povnts of view: firft, 
as it precluded all iniercourfe of foreign 
power, and all cont«fts of {pixicual pre- 
eminence with other countries, by af. 
ferting the independency of every 
Church as to thé regulation of its in- 
ternal difcipline, fecondly, as it efla- 
blified the Church of Chrift, as exitt- 
ing in this country, on the bafis of a 
fpirttual kingdom, fubjeé, in civil cons 
cerns, to the civil power; and, thirdly, 
as it reflored the Min ftry to the legiti- 
mate obj-& of its profeffion, the efta- 
blifhment of truth. 

The IlId Sermon contains a full 
difcuffion of the obligations which 
exift_ as to the adoption of Chriftia- 
nity by the civil power; the: grounds 
of which are firmly eftablithed in 
a ftatement of the real. conftitution 
ef focicty, and on the *conclufions, 
drawn from revelation and reafon, as to 
its ‘defign and duties. The evils whica 
haye been reprefenced to flow from na- 
tional inftitutions of religion are thewn 
not to be neceflary confequences of the 
connexion between Chiarch and Sate, 
but the refult of injudicious arranges 
ments, and by no means to counteuba- 
lance the advantages that may. he deri- 
ved from an‘ eflablithment,. The au- 
thor concludes with an expofirion of 
the’ principles on which its civil ap- 
poihtments are maintained by the um- 

ral’ power, in agreement with the 
{pirit of te Reformation, inthis cous- 
try; and he muft be allowed to have 


demonfitated their general confifiency — 


with “religion and the interefts of fos 
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which alone he confiders tefis and ex-. 


-clufiong as capable of vindication, ig: 


certainly, wnexceptionable ; and the 
fpirit. of toleration, which ‘pervades his 
refile&tions, muft deferve genera! com- 
mendation. ‘The remarks on ~Bifhop’ 
Warburton’s {peculative work of the 
Alliance, and on Mr, Plowden’s late 
publication, appear to be temperate and 
reafoneble. We fhall notice nothing 
farther in this difcourfe than the well- 
founded obfervation, that, “ where 
there is no national eftablifhment, the 
peace and fceurity of government muft 
refult from the multiplicity and equi- 
poize of different felts ; fince every 
fe&t, having a decided afcendancy, will 
naturally endeavour to fubftantiate its 
difcipline by the refpeAability of pub- 
lic appointments, however, in depref- 
hon, it may murmur at the diftingtions 
which they mutt occafion.” ; 
The [Vth Sermon, on John xx.21— 
23, treats on the fpiritual rights of the 
Minittry. The author examines the 
nature and extent of the authority ex- 
ercifed by our Lord in his minifterial 
charafter ; confiders the tenor of the 
commiffion conveyed to the Apoftles ; 
the power which, in'confequence, they 
obtained ; the fiétitious pretences which 
were fabricated on the title of St. Peter 
in the Romifth Church; and the juft 
claims which were confirmed at the 
Reformation. ‘The power of remitzing 
and of retaining fins is defcribed ‘a8 
having been exercifed, by Chrift and 
his Apofties, with preternatural know- 
ledge and peremptory application; and 
as defigned to be inherited by their 
fuceeffors in the government of . thé 
Church among the general rights of 
the Miniftry, with no affumption of 
intuitive penetration, with implied con- — 
ditions, though authoritative declara- 
tion.” Ample extra&ts are produced | 
from ithe writers and liturgy of thé 
Chureh, to prove that it has uniformly’, 
defigned to claim for its’ Minifters 4 
tran{mitted power derived from the. 
Apofties, and * different from that ,. 
which every difciple of Chriff may af> 
fume, to be ddminiftered with relin- 
quithment, indeed, of “their intuitive _ 
confidence, but Mill fufficient td cons 
vey terror or conflation to’ the ‘mind | 
‘when confcious of the jultice’ of, the. - 
declaration, as then unqveltionably va .:

fegling it, with a facramental impor- 
tance, or by reprefenting it as of more 
than difcretionary utility.” The con- 
fitency of the form of the abfolution 
in the Daily Service with that in the 
Vifitacion of the Sick is vindicated, 
Some remarkable omiffions in the A- 
merican Liturgy, and fome ftrange and 
inconfifient opinions in Wheatly, are 
pertinently pointed out. The refpedt 
paid to this and other fpiritual rights 
of the Miniftry, and the temporal fanc- 
tions annexed to.the ecclefialtical ju- 
rifdi&tion, are afterwards confidered ; 
and the progrefs and defets of ditfer- 
ent regulations are impartially ftated. 
Tn the Vth Sermon, on Matt. xxviii, 
20, the author, after taking a view of 
the promifes of Chrift with relation to 
the {uperintendence and prefervation of 
his Church, and of the errors which 
have been founded on a too fanguine 
and uoreftrained interpretation of them, 
procecds to confider ‘the juft conftruc- 
tion adopted at the Reformation, which 
tended, with confiderable effeé, to 
firengthen the foundation chofen for 
the re-eftablifhment of the doétrines of 
Chriftianity.. He maintains, that the 
corruptions of doftrine and inflitution, 
which-prevailed for many ages, do not 
afford any pretence of difputing the 
completion of our Lord’s affurance ; 
finge all that it can be flated, in its 
fimple extent, to have promifed to the. 
Church was, the union of a common 
fellowthip, the unperithable. perma- 
nency of the Divine word, and the ef- 
fential appointments of a real Church.” 
Vader which is implied-the perpetual 
fucceffion of a Miniftry, with regular 
appointment and tran{mitted claims ; 
and fo far the aflurance has been veri- 
fied, howsver degenerate aod deluded, 
in corrupt times, che reprefentatives of 
the Chiiflian Miniftry might be. The 
author then obferves, that it was by 
the providential reftoration.of the Scrip-

ad3”” and he thews how ftriflly our 
ch adhered to this ftandard, and 
how faithfully, by the aid of the pri- 
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mitive expofitions, it drew ont the pros 
feffion of the faith, not with defign to 
contreul’ the independency ot . private 
judgement, but to define, by, collc&tive 
and deliberate decifion, the form of is 
union, and to fecure, by determinate 
interpretation, the confiftency of. its 
inftru&tions. - 
Sermon the Vith is on. 2 Tim, iii. 16. 
In this fermon are difplayed the effeéts 
of tie reftoration of the Scriptures to 
general regard; of which, as the author 
obferves,  thetranflation into the lane» 
guage of this country had opened the 
firtt glimmerings of the refloiation of . 
true religion; and, though we refer 
the wra of the commencement of the 
Reformation to the reign of Henry, 
we fhould not overlook the previous 
circumftances which had prepared the 
way for its advancement.”—* The ine 
dications of approaching truth had long 
been hailed, and che impaticnce of the 
enlightened part of mankind brooked 
with indignation its delay, The doce 
trines and pretenfions of Papal power 
had often been affailed, deep as was its 
foundation, and confirmed as were its 
extended interefts,”” Aod he continues, 
by an hiftorical illuftration, to exhibit 
the gradual progrefs of uvth through 
the fucceflive reigns of Henr., Ede 
ward, and Elizibeth, t> the final efta- 
bhlithment of a pure faith and worthip, 
‘by the completion of the Reformation. ° 
Deferibing the progrefs of the work, 
he endeavours to demonfirate that * its 
advancement to perfeétion muft be are 
tributed to the prevailing influence of 
truth impofing its irrefittib!e convidtion, 
and inducing the neceffity of change; 
that religion did ‘not always bend as the 
{ceptre inclined, or conform to the de~ 
figns of political contrivance; but that 
it afferted is own rights, and vindica~ 
ted its own fanétiry, by the influence of 
realon ‘on the public mind} and that, ' 
to the power of facred truth beaming. 
from the Seriprures, and to the juit 
and judicigus piinciples upop which 
they were explained, we are chicfly in- 
debted for the rife, progrefs, and com- 
pletion, of the Reformation jn this 
coumry.” The con:luding fummary 
of the doétrine of our Caurch, wich 
the vindication of its homilies, liturgy, 
and arti¢les, from the charge of fup- 
portieg the Calvinian rigours, and the 
defeription’ of the inftirutions and ex. 
ternal appointments of the Church, 
with the reference to abufes long expe 
rienced, and with a reprefentation of 
the 
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the. xeafons and grounds of this efta- 
biithment, ace important.. 
Sermon VII, on 2 Tim, 19, 20,.i8 
defigved to exhibjt the proof of the ge- 
neral confifteney aod moderation of che 
Church of England, as demonftrated 
from the period of its firft efiatitith- 
ment, to thew, not by ttrained and an- 
qualified panegvrick, but by a refe-, 
sence to fubfiential and incontrovertible 
proofs of excellence, that, ‘* amidit the 
viciffitudes in which the Church may 
be contemplated in the times that fuc- 
ceeded its full eftablithment, it will be 
found, ‘if confidered in its diflin& cha- 
rafter, to deferve admiration under 
three principal points of view: firft, as 
having maintained a géneral trush and 
pear ya in its doétrines ; fecondly, 
gs diftinguithed for its moderation and 
tolerant fpirit ; and, thirdly, as having 
advanced the ¢flential incerefis of the 
country, as well by confpiring with the 
defigns of civil liberty, as by promoting 
seligious and moral virtues.” In con- 
Sequence, he remarks, that “ the changes 
which took place in the public creed 
and worhip, from the fie Loin dice, 
ment of reform till its eftablithment 
under Elizabeth, were, if we except 
the violent and partial reftitution of the 
Romith faith ip the reign of Mary, but 
fuceefiive fieps in the yradua! advance- 
ment of true religion, and have been 
adly urged in proof of fickle and in- 
eonftant faith of the nation;” that, 
“fince the period that the’ national 
faith was expreffed in precifé articles, 
yatified by the whole Clergy in convo- 


cation, it does not appear that it has * 


been neceffary to change thofe articles ; 
and that whatever tranfient impreffions 
may have been made, by prevailing 
notions, on the public mind, they'have 
not been allowed to operate fo far as to 
Jead to,the permanent introdu€tion of 
pular fancies into the appointed 
on of profeffion; yr to vitiate éfta- 
SDitthed ordimances, The chief diverfiry 
of fentiment which has prevailed a- 
monp tts members has been, hé“ob- 
“ferves, in thofe fpeculative and curious 
points in which the framers of our ar- 
‘ticles, confeious of the clouds which 
enxircle the’Divine counfels, and: not 
fuming to break the fealsof ‘God's 
udgements, ‘defignedly ufed a> great 
Jatirude ‘of ‘expreffion, defirous ‘of |ca- 
ving all to abound io theit wa’ fenfe, 
and willing to fupprefs the apitations 
and bitternefs of controverfy by’ fhut- 
‘ting wp'God’s promifes in general de- 
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claration of Scripture.” The caules of . 


this variation are pointed cuit by 'w vefes 
réncé to hiftorical’ciréum Minces: «Fe 
peneral body of ‘the Clergy,’ he ‘waina 
taint, “ does not, ar anytime, ‘apport 
to have declined from ‘the’ p ofefion of 
Faith ‘to ‘which’ it?’

The general fpirit of tole 
ranc: and moderation ‘of ovr Church 
alfo fully illuftrated, with candid ah 
fowance that ity annals are flained' with 
fome deeds ‘of criclty’now ‘with’ ote 
common fentiment’ deplored, and/with 
expreffion of regret that fome errors Of 
lingering bigotry produced, in'its early 
periods, fore medfures of obtrufive 
and’ even fanguinary ‘cruelty. “Tie 
Sermon concludes ‘with a ftatement “of 
many particulars, in whieh the: Chuteh 
lias advanced the efferitial interetts: of 
the country, as well by con(pising with 
the d:figns of civil liberty as ‘by pro- 
moring moral ond religious virtue. 

In the laft Sermon, on Ephefi ivi, 
the author endeavours to "thew that the

permanent and woiverfal, on a princi- 
ple perfe&tly confiftent.with the f{pirit

- erees, and which, indeed, hath ratified 


the maxim of * keeping the mean, as 
to public inftitutions and ‘ordinances, 
between the two extremes of too much

3 in admitting, any variation from 
it.” That different fentiments thould 
be entertained as co the defcription of 
what conftitutes remediable defeéts, and 
as.to the advantage of change, where 
extenfive confequences are concerned, 
mult be expeéted from the difcordancy 
of human opinions, and from the more 
enlarged or confined views which are 
taken with regard to the expediency 
and probable effeéts of thofe meafures 
which are to derange fettled fyftems. 
The loofe and invidious charge, often 
intimated againft the members of our

Meafures of farther reformation, how- 
ever expedient and falutary, he main- 
tains to be harfh and unmerited, though 
they may be allowed to feel an unwil- 
lingnefs to affent to. the vague and cap-

THE fiudy of the Scriptures has 
been the confolation of good men in all 
ages. To thofe who confider them as 
a hiftory, not only of paft but of future 
events, they furnith mater of ferious 
and attentive meditation ; and, if there 
are any ftudies that deferve ‘our confi- 
deration, in all times and in al] places, 
furely none can have better claim than 
thofe which open, to the difcerning 
eve of a reflecting mind, the gates 
of both worlds, All men have-anin- _ 
tereft in futurity ; for, there is a future 
fiare of being prepared for all; and, 
though Providence does not aétually let 
us into the feorets, of its conduét be- 
yond the prefent moment, it does not 
forbid our applying the predi@tions of 
in{piration to the events of our own 
time, as they pafs before us in varying 
fucceffion. Infidelity might be con- 
vinced of the genuinenefs of the’ pro- 
phetic Scriptures,’ had it candour to 
examine them. Let not then the faith- 
ful fervants of God be deterred from 
purfuing the clue of: Scripture-pro- 
phecy: through the labyrinths of time. 
It will at leait confirm their confidence 
in a fuperintending Providence,

To come from’ fuppofitions to the’ 
ftatement of ‘faéts in the words of the 
tophecy, where our Lord’ reprefents 
Rome’ to us as Babvlon, as Babylon 
only, the more we exale the dignity of 
the city, to make it correfpond with 
that idea of its hierarchy, she more we 
fet it at variance with the Revelation ¢ 
and thus our Lord has, in a fignal 
manner, denied the’ Church claiming 
the grant: of a fovereignty from: him, 
the analogous and natural adjunét of 
fuch a fovereignty, “an unfavourable - 
re{peetability of its city," Nor'does the 
book of" Revelation diftinguith Pagan 
from’ Chriftian Rotne, or fay inore of 
oné than Of the other, but knows as

tian, it declined gradpally, aod came to 
nothing; and its prevalence in Rome 
cannot well be eftimated one-fifth of 
the fpace from A.D. 95 to the prefent 
time. Yer of this large excefs of beter 
ages the Revelation takes mo notice ; 
but the whole of ic is hid from the eyes 
of the faithful bythe Babylonith .man- 
tle that is wrapt round Rome. Once 
more: the fall of ‘sabylon is afferted, 
by fome, to have happened long ago ; 
b it is referred to the laft age 
a the world. On either hypothefis 
Rome is di{qualified by the Revelation 
for being, in any age, entitled to the 
charafter that it fhould bear if the fo- 
vereignty of its Church were founded 
jo truth. If we tayy.with Boffuet, that 
Eabylon was deftroyed when Alane 
facked Rome, what fhould follow to 
denote eas the city of God {prang out 
of its afes? Not what is to follow the 
fall of Babylon. But, if we follow the 
more general fentiments of expofitors, 
we mutt fuppofe that, about the time 
of the great Antichrift, fome Pagan 
power will again prevailin Rome, and 
te city, which rofe ip idolatry, will 
et in apoftacy; that, as it was Babylon 
in the former of thefe ftates, fo it. will 
be in the latter, aod will then be de- 
ftroyed and exterminated; but, fince ic 
cealed to be Pavan, and till it thall re- 
nounce and again perfecute the faith, 
thar it is, by way of eminence, the ‘holy 
and beloved city. Wnfulfiilled prophecy 
is offen of uncertain interpretation; 
and, as we cannot forefee the wonder- 
ful and fudden ‘viciffirudes of human 
affairs, we cannot affirm that to be 
impoflible which {eems to be improba- 
ble—that the unhappy change which 
thefe expofitors {peak of thould ever, 
take place in Rome, and dethroned 
Paganifm refume its {ceptre there. But. 
we need. not pry into futurity, to difco- 
ver the vanity of the other propofition ; 
that Rome, while it is Chriftian, is the 
holy and beloved city, we have only 
to compase their comment with the 
text, and to confider what, on this hy- 
thefis, the Revelation does, dt pafies 
ore the long intermediate glories of 
the city as beloved, and of the church 
as fupreme, and difplays only the two 
evil extremes, the figft and final Ba- 
bylonian condition of Rome, It- were 
bold indeed to {uppofe this, conduc. of 
a beak diftated by. the Holy Spirit to 
have been undefigned, On every view 
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of this fubje&, this conclufion forces it. 
felf as a;common apprehenfion that our 
Lord, by what he has (poken of Rome 
as Babylon, and not {poken of either, 
its church or city as Chriflian, gives ug 
to ‘underftand that he has not chofen” idte 
the one for his {erufelom, nor the other 
for his Sion. e may therefore reft 
affared, that what ftands in full oppo- 
fition to the whole tenor of his pro. 
ceedings with them is not his inftitu. 
tion, but is impofed ‘on them as fuch™ 
by the art and device of man ; and that 
the donation of a fupremacy to the Ro-" 
mifh Church, by Chrift our Lord, refi” 
on no better a bottom than the dona-. 
tion of Italy to it by Conftantine the 
Great, which is now tacitly difavowed, 
or openly rejeéted, by their ableft wri- 
ters, as the figment of a barbarous agé, 
Pride of fovercignty, and conceit of in- 
defeGtibility, were charaétcriflic marks 
of antient Babylon, The like ‘fpirit, 
tranfmitted from the Eaft to the Weft, 
and from old to modern Rome, a bi- 
fhop, who fays his fee is fupreme, and 
can never fail reigning in a city that 
calls irfelf eternal, may make*the name. 
of Babylon fuit even to Chriftian 
Rome. Learned men in communion 
with the Latin Church have afferted 
that the Apoftles all received the fame 
commiffion and power from their Lord, 
with a primacy of order to St, Peter; 
and that all bifhops are equally the fuc- 
ceflors of the Apoftles, and equal in 
that authority which they derive from 
them. In confequence of thefe maxims, 
they contend that the idea of a vifible 
monarchy, fuch as is claimed to it by 
the fee of Rome, ioftituted by Chritt 
over his faithful on earth, is repugnant 
to Scripture; and the fenfe and ufages 
of the antient Church. Thefe points 
they have maintained with great force 
of reafon and accuracy of refearch. It is 
fufficient for my purpofe to evince that 
the Author of our Salvation has plainly 
thewn, in the Revelation whi¢h he has 
made to his Church by St. Joho, that 
he has inftircuted no fuch monarchy in 
Rome, Yet Supremacy and Infallibi- 
lity are fundamental doétrines of the 
Romith Church, and are evidently af- 
fumed as certain in many of the pa 
bulls. In thefe refpeéts, they who fub; 
feribe themfelves Catholic Diffenters to 
a petition prefented to both Houfes 
Parliament, May 5, 1789, are di vd 
from the * bs and miftrefs 
Churches,’’ and call themfelves Cathor 
licks with a difputed. title; agi 
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26th of the Gregorian di€tates pro- 
pounces, that ‘‘he is not to be account- 
edaCatholick who does not agree with 
the Romith Church.”” But thefe peti- 
tioners fay, ationg ‘other things that 
jntrench on the plenitude of power 
chimed by St. Peter’s fucceffors, “your 

titioners acknowledge no infallibility 
ii the Pope ;”’ which words, in the 
plain literal fenfe in which they declare 
they mean them, import no lefs than 
that, the Pope, deciding on queftions 
and.controverfies of faith from his 
apoftolical chair, may ert. They who 
make fuch a declaration, though they 
have truth on their fide, have the head 
of their Church agaioft them, and thew 
a’marked variation of religious opi- 
nions from the former, perhaps from 
many prefent, members of their Church 
in thefe Riggtnm, but affuredly from 
all who adhere to the principles of. 
their laft general Council, which ac- 
knowledge the Pope to be fovereign of 
the Church, aod fuppofe him infallible, 
“Safer and happier, I truft, are. the 
deyout fons and daughters of the 
Church of England, which propofes to 
their belief al} thar the Scriptures re- 
quire, interpreted in the fundamental 
arti¢les of faith by primitive antiquity, 
and allows nothing elfe to. have 


firength and authority as neceflary to 
filwition.” 

We cannot difmifs this fubjeét with- 
out one cbvious remark, that both the 
foreigner and our own countryman

*,* Mr, Samuel Hearne, whofe “Jours 
ney from Prince of Wales Fort, Hudfon’s 
Bay, to the Northern Ocean,” we reviews 
ed vol. LXVI. p, 497, was born in 1745, 
fon of Mr. H. fecretary to the London- 
bridge water-works, a very fenfible man, 
of a refpeétablé family in Somerfethhire, 
who dying of a fever, 1748, in his 48th 
yéar, left his widow with this fon, then 
three years old, arid a-daughter two years 
older.

On.his return he was advanced to a more 
lutrative poft, and, ina few years, made 
commander in chief, in which fituation he 
remained till 1782, when the French un- 
expeétedly took poffeffion of and burnt 
Prince of Wales for:, after feizing. the 
ftock of furs, &c. Mr. H, at the Com- 
pany’s requeft, went out the next year, 
and, after féeing thé new governor fettled 
in the fort, which was rebuilt and better 
fortified, retarned to England in 1787, to 
enjoy the fruits of many years induftry, 
which his unfufpréting benevolence prompt- 
ed him to:lend almoft to ftrangers with lit- 
tie or-no fecurity.

«Af Taomy~letter of the szth of April I 
have done myfelf the honour of inform- 
ing you, that the army of the enemy 
under Tonffaict, .after the ted 
evacuation of Mirebelais, had pofletled 
itielf of Grand Bois, while the divifion 
f-their forces on the fide. of Leogane 
continued to fire with cannon againtt 
Greniér. The p:cfervation of thefe pots 
wasean objeét of confiderable moment. 
Every method was-taken, in cafe of their 
dofs, to guard the mountain, and to dif- 
pute the greun:) on which the enemy 
could place their howitzers for the de- 
Rrudtion of Port-au-Prince, the object 
which was. foppofed to be. in their con- 
templation ;. but, as it was evident that 
the army of Touffaint could not be pre+ 
vented from croffing the plain, and, un- 
der this impreffion, the Baron Montalem- 
bert had obtained my permiffion to evacu- 
ate the poft of Fhomazeau, at the foot of 
the Mountains of Grand Bois, | determi- 
ned to take the guns in the battery againft 
Grenier, that, in’ cafe the armies of 
Touflaint and Leogane fhould join, they 
might be totally without cannon, which 
could not weil be brought acvofs the plain 
ofthe Cul de Sac, and without cannon or 
feparation of their armies wes equally 
indifferent. Col. Veffources was there- 
fore placed at the head. of 2090 troups, 
wid fuch preparatory avrangements were 
made as provided for the proteétion of 
M’Arcahaye, and were well calculated to 
miflead the enemy; 2nd fauch femts were 
direed as might diftraé their attention. 
The attack was intended to have taken 
Place on the rth of April; but the wind 
Ga not permit the arrival of Col. Def- 
foorces with his regiment until the 26th, 
When he’ marched early in the morning 
ftom Port-au-Prince to Tourmier. The 
enemy, as was their cuftom, placed fome 
tops in arabufcade, who were foon dif- 
tom aud the King’s: forces arrived 2t 
Cormier with linie lofs, The enerny had 
Geupiced two pofts on the creft of the 
Mountain L’Hofpitre, on each fide of 
Tourmier, aad nearly at two miles dift- 
shee from it, at the habitations of Bou- 
tilier and St. Laurent. ltwas neceffary 
Wedflolge them from thefe pofiions. 
Cot. de Peyfter was therefure detached 
Boutilier, from which, with his ufual 
fillanry and good conduét, he drove the 
- The poft of St. Laurent was 
Obftinate'y defended, and by the 
‘Wfortunate tofs of Major Pouchet, who 
Was killed in leading on the Jeremie 
{ieps, they were thrown into confufion ; 
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nor was the poft taken till a greater forces 
with cannon, appeared agamft it. The 
delay. occafioned. by the defence of St. 
Laurent induced Col, Deflources to poft~ 
pone the attack of the battety till the next 
day ; and that intelligent officer employed 
the remainder of the night in making 
fuch préparations as were necefiary to 
affure the fuccefs of this enterprize. The 
defence of the Cul de Sac was entrufted 
to the Baron Montalembert, who made 
a confidetable detachmeft to the pafs 
where the roat from Leogane by Gronier 
enters the plain. This detachment was 
fkillfully conduéted by Major O’Gorman. 
Tt attraéted. the notice of confiderable 
bodies of the enemy, and, on its return 
to the Croix des Bouquets in the evening, 
was attacked on all fides by {mall parties, 
who were repu'fed. Touffaint entered 
the plein in the courfe of the day, and 
marched to the fide of the Croix des 
Bouquets, actuated, as it is faid, by fome 
vague report of that importanti poft being 
to be abandoved on his firft appearance. 
His cavalry fell+in with the advanced pofts 
of the Baron Montalembert’s cavalry, ynder 
the command of €apt. Compte Manoux. 
That officer, colleéting his troops, imme 
distely charged the enemy with great vi- 
vacity, when they fied, and withdrew, 
with the umoft expedition, to the moun- 
tain. Inthe mean time, Capt. Couchet, 
of .his Majefty’s thip Abergavenny, with 
fome armed vefflels, proceeded off Leo- 
gane, which place has heen effeétually 
blockaded finee my arfival at Port-au- 
Prince, and made various demonftrations 
to draw the enemy’s attention to that 
fide. I am happy iu this opportunity to 
exprefs how mach I am beho'den to the 
zeal and promptitede with which Capr. 
Gouchet has affifted me in promoting his 
Majefty’s fervice. On thé morning of the 
17th Col, Deffources, having thade his 
difpofitions, marched in two columns, 
the left direéted to Grenier; under the di- 
rection of Col. de Peyfter, in wKich was 
the Britith detachment commanded by 
Majot Clay: The right column, under 
the direction of Col. Vifcomte D’ Alzunc, 
defcended from St. Laurent. Upon the 
divifton of the left arriving ia the bot- 
tom which feparated the pot of Grenier 
from the enemy’s battery, it turned te 
the right, and joined the column that 
had marched from St. Laurent, The fog 
and haze in the bottom prevented the 
enemy from feeing this movement. It 
was alfo concealed by the judicious man+ 
ner in which Capt. Spicer, of the Royal 
Attillery, threw thells from the Heights of 
Fournier from an howitzer and carronace, 
direfling them againft the various am- 
bufcades and defences which the — 
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had ‘thrown up to proteét their battery 
from any. attack in its front or on its 
right, On the jun@tion of this. divifion 
into one column,” Col. Deffources pro- 
ceeded through a moft difficult and al- 
moft iracceffible country to turn the left’ 
of the enemy’s battery, and the works 
which fupported it, having left troops on 
the heights of St. Lanrent, to feture his 
retreat, and Major Clay to proteét him 
from any attack that might be made by 
the road from Leogane. As the colonel 
approached the flank of the battery, and 
that of the breaft-work, which defended 
it, he fucceffively broke his troops into 
divifions, which kept the enemy’s force 
in check and fufpence, unti) another di- 
vifton, under the command of Lieut.-Col. 
Deffources, ha', to their great ‘urprize, 
pofieed themfelyes of the heights eon- 
fiderably beyond them, when, after an 
effectual refittance, they fled on all fides, 
and left Col. Deflources in poffeffion of 
their battery, the work of fevera) months, 
and of a gan, which they had, in the pre- 
ceding night, withdrawn from it, for the 
defence of their breatt-work. This criti- 
cal enterprize, I am happy to fay, was ef- 
feéted with but little lofs, and, by its fuc- 
cefs, E was freed from any apprehesfions 
from the junétions of the enemy’*s armies. 
I.am peérfuaded this additional proof of 
Col... Deffources’s military ability and 
fpirit will meet with his M ijefty’s ap- 
probation.. That officer fpeaks in the 
higheft termsof the behaviour of the 
troops under his command, of the offi- 
cers who commanded the columns, and 
in a particular manner of the Captains 
Rodanes, Conegrat, and Mouchet, of the 
golonial forces, who. formed his advanced 
guard; and to their intrepidity and con-: 
du& he attributes much of the fuccefs of 
his operation. As the troops: were af-' 
fembling to proceed to other objedts, 
which I thought of importance for the 
king’s fervice, 1 was informed by Brig.- 
Gen. Churchill, of am attack that had 
been made at Irois, Wheré, though the 
enemy had been fortunstely rapulfed in 
the affault upon that poft, they fig con- 
tinued 16 inveft it, and to thréafen its 
fiege. No time was loft in detaching the 
Hon. Col. Maitland with a ferficient force 
to the affiftance of that officer.

difembarked their fugitive people ArPao- 
mia, in Corfica, where théy formed a

-vifible at this day. The Cacouvighis, or 
‘the Rbffians of the mountiin, weakened 
by the flight of the émigedtts ‘to’ Covfica, 
adJjreffed themfelves to the different {p- 
vereigns of Europe to obtain from- them 
what they called fuccour’ azainit the 
Turks.

fidious nature at the capture of Mifitra. 
This plece furrendered to the Roffians in 
779, according to a capitulation agreed 
to on both fides, by which the lives of the 
mmhabitants were affared to them; but 
the Mamotes faid, that they did not 
trouble themfelves with thefe formalities, 
and, ata time when no one expred it, 
they maffzered fuch a number of women 
and children thatthe blood flowed in torrents 
thronghont the town, and they concluded 
by pilloging all the hoafes in it.

In 
one night all the pretended warriors of 
Maina deferied to a men, and this led to 
the mfing of the fiege of Coron, and canfed 
the expedition to mifcary; fo that it be- 
came necellary to evacuate the Morea 
‘with the greateft pretipitation. “Such was 
the laft exploit by which the C-couvignis, 
or the Ruftians of the Mountain, termi- 
mated their career; and fince that time 
the Turks have put them on the fame 
footing as the other tributaries of the Zen- 
gracat of the. Mifitra. Sych js the fhort 
hiflory of this little but brave peuple, as 
they are fliled by Buonaparte, thefe worthy 
defcendants of the ancient Spartans. We 
may apply to this nation of ruffians the 
everget'c expréffion by which Maximus 
Tyrins deferibes the genius of the inhibi- 
tants of Ancient ABiolia. “* The Athe- 
nians,” fsid he, * excel in eloquence, 
the Thebans in playing on the flute, and 
the JEtolians in the art of robbing on the 
highway.’

PARTICULARS OF THE LATE STORMS. 

uly 16. We experienced in Londow 
a thunder-ftorm, accompanied by immenté 
torrents of rain, more awful and tremendous 
than any thing of the kind ever tefore re- 
membered by the oldeft inhabitant of the 
mtropolis. From about 12 at night tilt 
4 in the morning the Raftern fky pree 
feuted the mot terrific appearance, the 
fiery agitation of the firmament feem- 
ing momentarily to threstén the earth 
with univerfal conflagration. Of the 
dieadfal flathes of ‘lightning ond the 
awe! peals of thunder that prevailed, 
no adequete defcription can poflibly be 
givens the mere recollection of them 
is painful, and the confequences cannot 
be contemplated without emotions of 
horror.—-The ftorm pafied over the Con- 
tinent previons to yifiting this country. 
Tt was felt at Lille cw Saturday afternoon, 
and continued til ‘three o'clock on Sunday 
morning without intermiffion. 

A man who lived in Brick-lane, Old- 
fireet, was killed by the lightning. 

Three houfes in Great Poitland-(ttreet, 
and feyeral others in variots quarters, fuf+ 
fered. materially. 

A fnuff-mill at Croydon was faved from 
total deftruétion only by: the “timely af." 
fiftance of the engines. 

A bari belonging to Mr. Adderfon, of 
Petersficld, was burnt to thegritind, A rick- 
yard, about a mile and a half from Peterf- 
field, took fire, and was barning at 3 in the 
morning, when the mail coach’ paffed. 

Farmer Burrei, of [iifza, had two cows 
firuck dead; and farmer Green, of Hilfea- 
green, had one cow killed: A cow at Bury, 
near Gofport, was alfo ftruck with a flafh 
of lightning, and is fince dead, The Sheers 
hulk drifted from her moorings at Spits 
head, but -has received no material damage.
